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Alpha  Chi,  the  first  chapter  of  Kappa  Sigma  north  of  the  Mason 
and  Dixon  line,  was  chartered  at  Lake  Forest  College  in  1880.  At 
that  time,  an  outgrowth  of  the  Zeta  Epsilon  literary  fraternity,  it  was 
known  merely  as  Chi  chapter.  Determined  faculty  opposition  showed 
itself  as  soon  as  the  establishment  of  the  chapter  became  known. 
After  some  hesitation,  the  charter  members  decided  they  would  not 
risk  their  college  careers  to  introduce  Kappa  Sigma,  and  the  charter 
was  surrendered.  When  in  1896  two  initiates  of  Alpha  Pi  chapter 
at  Wabash  transferred  to  Lake  Forest,  they  found  a  local  fraternity, 
Lambda  Pi,  of  two  years'  standing,  which  was  willing  to  affiliate 
with  the  national  group.
